Labor lias Found Eraplo /BBB Qli 
Evory oniblUoui, rjli-l Is nt 
tlmo possessed by a doslro to 
money, and looks tbout to discover 
what ttho can do. 

There aro ovor tbrex- tiilllton women 
nnd girls lu thu Unltod States who »ro 
eugngod in other than household oc- 
cupations, and the army is oniiBtnntly 
increasing. In other countries wom- 
en have loutf mingicd with men. and 
IrorfonnoU labor which un American 
would Ire llahlo Ui oonalder iulupt«d to 
iniilo lalKirera only. Many people 
would bo uma/od if told Hint thoro nro 
sixty thousand female farmers, or 
agricultural laborers, In tho Unltod 
States; yut good BUlhoritf glvee thla 
esliinale. In (Jeorgia It is not thought 
Improper for girls who work in the 
Held ui wear malo iiltiro. lly doing 
so. thoy oes]Bp8 the euiulrersoino dress 
WUiob would drag in thu dirt and catch 
OB a ii l, and brlara. Two [flrta. Bis- 
ters, In Now Orlcaiif have gono into 
the dniry buslnnsa. They have lnrgo 
stables, tnillt many cows, nud appear 
to bo doing -well. The business ia a 
paying uno. anj not ho nnwumnnly aa 
might appear at first thought- Then 
uro others in various purta ol tho coun- 
try who aro similarly omployod. 

In Now York City thero uro throe 
women who an- woll known aa butch- 
ers, and one hua followed the bualaeaa 
at tho sntno place for twenty-five ycara. 
Another OBI been a butcher for twenty 
years. Ono would naturally expoct 
such women to ho itonrsc nnd mascu- 
line, but uno of them is said to bo "a 
deli.'ule Bud relliiud-looklug Utllu wom- 
an, aud In or out of hor atoro would 
hardly la. supitosod etpial to so robust 
tin ucciipullniL" • 

San Kr-anclsco line a girl blacksmith, 
aged fifteen yours, and K ia said Unit 
she can tttm out as lino a shoe as ovor 
graced tho foot of a riu-o-horao. Hiiro, 
again, one would expoct lu flud a stout, 
coarse gr ained |>oi-son; but on tho con- 
trary she is said lo be rather fragile 
limn slroug. with u slender arm nod 
shapely hand. The delicato finish of 
hor work shown n liuoness of nature 
unlocked for in it girl blacksmith. She 
does uot, however, Intend to put hor 
accomplishment to a practical una. 

lu Buy City, Mich., girls uro em- 
ployed ns shingle packers. Thero uro 
thousands of titl'd and unexpected things 
which women nnd girls do in order to 
earn mirnny. It la merely u mntUtr of 
tasle or cSoicc that decides whether a 
girl will do housework, stand behind a 
shop counter, or la-rform ono of tho 
many things which she cun do If sho 
tries. It is plain to bo seen that h-r 
sphero la not so limited aa is usually 
supposed. Nearly ovcry person la 
adapted for something. If u girl can 
make money by milking u ooat, mak- 
ing horse-shoes or packing shingles, it 
is qilito aa rosl>eclable for her to do It 
as for u uiuu. There was a girl In 
Connecticut whit served 
engineer on n locomotive. Of emit-so 
alio wna obliged to disguise bor aox In 
malo nllire. Sho was an Kngllsh girl 
who hud performed similar work, In 
disguise. In her own country. 

Tho professions uro open for girls. 
They may become doctors, lawyers, 
ministers, etc. At tbo present time 
thoro aro nt least tweuty-flvo 
hundred womun physicians In this 
country. A great Frenchman hus 
aald: '•Women show themselves 
superior to men in all kinds 
of ofllcca; mun cau only keep up with 
them, when cultivating themselves 
mora, when lifting nnd oducaling thom- 
solves to u higher standnrd." If this 
is true, then our girls should take cour- 
age. They havo a natural advantage 
over the op|roslte sex at the start, 
which will, in time, overcome the arti- 
ficial disadvantages of aooial restric- 
tion; where women have genuine au- 
jioriority— as they surely hRve at many 
points— It is certain to place them on 
u level with, if not above, their broth- 
er* There ia one rulo whloh holds 
good for both acxos: "Loarn what you 
can do best, and do It to tho best of 
your abi lity. ''--Treaauru-Tro vo.

Pavaknaii, (iA., July ll.-Uberty 
County is greatly oxclled over lb" 
proceedings of a man calling himself 
Dupont Itell, who claiitH I" l«i the 
now Messiah, and hails from Circle- 
villc, O. He is a tall, sallow individ- 
ual, with long, black hair, and has 
succcodod in working the negroes of 
that section up to such a point that 
the whito people aro afraid of serious 
trouble. Senator Iiradwell, who 
lives at lliucsville, has been kept in- 
formed as lo the latest developments 
in tho caso. 

'■This man null," he said "appear- 
ed suddenly in Liberty County six 
weeks ago. Ho proclaimed himself 
to be the Son of God, and the negroes 
at once weut mad over him. Tboy 
deserted their Holds to follow him 
and listen to his ranting", and now 
things are so bad that it is Impossible 
to get hands on tbe plantations near 
Iiiceborough, aud some of Ibo crops 
aro being rulnod. Tbo ucgroos kncol 
before him and struggle with each 
n her for tho prlvilcgo of kissing his 
feet. He has told them that the judg- 
ment will bo bore tho Kith of Augii-t. 
Ho saye that the white people have 
enjoyed their paradise on earth for 
the last olghteen ooulurioe, and now 
it will bo the black man's turn. On 
the eagerly looked for Kith every 
white man will be turned black and 
every black mau will become white 
This prospect can not be cheering to 
noil, whose skin is while, lie says 
b's holy was born thirty years ago in 
Ohio, but his soul has lived since tho 
world began. Oil tbo 28 h of Juno 
ho was arrested on tho chargo of 
vagrancy, but It was Impossible to 
hold him on such a charge, as Im 
had a quantity of money in his pos- 
session." 

His schemos for raising money arc 
varied and peculiar. Tho last effort 
of his genius was lo declaro that 
ho bad sent to his august Father for 
a consignment of wings, which tbe 
negroes will need on and after tbe 
18th of August There was a corner 
on wings when his requisition 
reached beivcu and the Almighty 
waa only able to send him IMiO rairs.

Ev- 
ery pair has been bought and paid 
for aud now the lucky ones are prac- 
ticing the Hying motions. He Ihinks 
his father may be ablo to send him 
a few moro pairs before the great 
day,

poe«<l of life Vaat Wealth. 

Ono morning in May, 177ti. tho boom 
of a citnnnn startled tbo InhnhiUinte of 
tbo vicinity of Uolnwiiro Bay. nnd 
looking seaward a merchant ship wu9 
discovered hovn to, instead of tbo 
droadod tluct of Admiral Howe, who, 
by command of His Koyal Mnjosty 
King (ieorgo 111., was then blockading 
tho rebollnua coast Sho proved to bo 
tho French merchantman L'Aimublo 
l.oui- e.eoniuciu.h'illiy I 'uphlin Stephen 
tiirnrd. Iiound from Now Orleans to 
Now York. Tho captain hod lost his 
wuy in tbo fog, and had fired a gun tor 
a pilot Ho was Informed that war 
was dochti-od betwotm tJront Britain 
and tho colonies aud that if ho coo> 
thee. i his voyage to Now York bo 
would undoubtedly bo captured and 
loo ... his ship and cargo. Ho was ad- 
vlsod to bring his ship Into Philadel- 
phia, which ho did; and to a day's 
denso fog this country is Indebted for 
the greatest and noblest charity of 
modern times— the famous GIrard Col- 
lege, i 

Stephen Glrtid was born near Bor- 
doaux. Franco. May 20, 1750. Whon 
about fourteen yoars of ago hn in- 
currod the disploasuro of his fathor by 
a rudo romurk mudo to his stop- 
mother, and rut her than apologize ho 
•uibl that he would leavo his homo. 
His father purchased for him u part 
intercut in u ship and cargo, and his 
Ural voyogo to sea was as cabin boy 
aud part owner. When a small child 
ho lost tho sight of his right oyo white 
pluying near a bontiro, and his bi- 
ographers aro of thu opinion that this 
duformitv was the cause of the nioroso- 
noss of his obaractor, and cousod him 
to keep much to himself. With such 
assiduity did ha pursue his chosen pro- 
fession that he becamo master of A 
ship wbon ho was swonty-lhrco yoars 
of ago, before tho Fronch requisition 
of age und scrvico allowed. His flrat 
mercantile venture was to Son Domingo 
In February, 1774. whence ho proceed- 
ed in July to the thou colony of Now 
York. After trading for throe years be- 
tween New York, Now Orleans and Port- 
au-Prince, ho went to Philadelphia In 
May, 177S. nod ifave up the soa 
for a mercantile career. tV'hllo 
ho was engaged most success- 
fully in tho prosecution ol an oxtenslvo 
trade the yollov-fevor in its most ma- 
lignant typo broke out in Philadelphia,

tlou. When during Its holgl 
pltal was established, for which It 
seemed almost Impossible to secure 
competent management, Uirard dovol- 
ed himself personally, fearless of all 
risks, to tbo euro of tho sick and tho 
burial of thu dead not only la tlio hos- 
pital, of which he became managor, 
but throughout the city, supplying tho 
poorer sufferors with money aud pso- 
vlslona. Two bundrod children, mado 
orphans by tho ravages of the loves', 
were iu a great measure thrown upon 
his care. On the dissolution of tho 
Bank of Uie United States ho Instituted 
what Is known now as tho < Heard Bank. 
During the war of 181SI ho rendered 
valuable sorvlco to tho (iovcrnniont by 
placing at its disposal tho rpsoureos of 
his bank at u time of difficulty aud cm- 
bnrrossment, subscribing to a largo 
loan which tho (lovornmont had vainly 
sought to obtain. Ho was married In 
1777 to Miss Mary Lum at SL Paul's 
Episcopal Church in Philadelphia He 
died December 20. 1831, aged eighty 
ono years. Ho was buried In tho 
ground of tho Itoman Catholic Church, 
cornor of Sixth and Spruce strocU. Do- 
comber 30, 1831, and the 30th of Sep- 
tember, 18ol, his body was removed to 
the college and placed In the marble 
sarcophagus prepared for It . 

After a busy life, whleh had boon de- 
voted mainly to the amelioration of the 
sorrows of the distressed; and having 
given to his surviving relatives nearly 
$100,000) to hospitals, insane asylums, 
and charitable Institutions upward ol 
$1*0,000; to the city of Phlludolphia 
$500,000, to bo oxpondod la sanitary 
purposes aud ImprovemouU; to tho 
State of Pennsylvania $300,000 for h< 
canals, ho left thu remainder of his 
proporty, worth about $0,000,000. for 
tho erection aud endowment of tho 
noble college for orphans which bears

thoso of Havana, ur ol lnrgor Mexican 
towns. Not having any bull-ring in 
Trujilk). tho plnzu w«i foneod In on 
three aides with heavy onk, the fourth 
«ldo of the squarta being tho fronts ol a 
lino of houses whom occupants, during 
,tho continuance o( tho light, could not 
have their loom' 8 without stepping out 
ol tho front door into thu bull-ring. 
Mo sport la so attractive to the Hon- 
duranian as this, and he blocks out his 
time so woll that the seductive iramoof 



jaikor, whloh he calls "pokur."

vlilch he oa 
ing on when 

o plaza. Tho fonco was cov- 
ered with urchins from miles around, 
and many foollmrdy "lundlnofl." or 
half-breeds, wrrv during tliclr ao- 
qrnsirTsanftfti Ui walk arm-in-arm around 
thu l ing while the enraged animal was 
being tortured by tho picadors. On 
two different occasions during tho hour 
1 was watching, the bull twice left his 
tormentors and hutted through those 
taking tholr daring promutindo, and 
wltliBUch success thut two tools wore 
•killed before the trained bull-llghtera 
fotilil control thu hull. 

Of six bulls but o»o was doomed 
worthy of lielng killed; but inohodionea 
to tho yells and deumnds of tho spec- 
tators, the ceremony of saddling nnd 
riding tho hruto hail to ho done before 
the death, which requires whst sooms 
«t 11 rst the most reckless disregard of 
clanger. A ropo is thrown ovor the 
hull's horns, with which ho Is dragged 
to tho fence, his bond held close to tho 
ground, roaring with rage, while ft 
eitrong saddto is -securely buckled on 
with two heavy horsehair girths. The 
moment this in dono a cowboy, or 
■•vnijuoro," jumps Into tho snddlo, the 
bull Is let loose, and gooa roaring and 
plunging and bucking with rage around 
the ring. . The vuquoro tortures tho 
hruto with splliod spurs, and after each 
contortion or unsuccessful attempt to 
unseat bis rider comos tho spontaneous 
and deafening applause from tho spec- 
tators, which Incrcaaoii the animal's 
rar/e. 

Grcut nglllty and strength Is neces- 
sary, and the rider fairly takes his life 
Into his own hands when ho springs on 
tho boost Ho is unable to dismount 
•mill the bull Is tired wit with his tre- 
mendous exertions, nnd thon ho Is 
again dragged to the fence to bo un- 
noddled. Tho vuquoro I bow was 
twonty-flvo minutes In tlio saddle and 
when reudy to dismount foil oxhaustod 
Into the arms of his companions, too 
weak to walk to his quarters; nnd II 
«*as his grit and will power only that 
Juul proven tod him from being thrown, 
gored, and sUini|>ed to death by the in 
i-iirlntcl bull during tho lost Ave roln- 
Altos of thu performances 
' When thu bull had liotsi enraged to 
the satisfaction of all, loud erios oamo 
from overy throat for tho "matador," 
who was no mora than a dark-skinned 
mixture of bogro nnd Car-lb, nnd n day 
laborer In Trtijlllo. The isios htul 
hardty died away, when tin- slight, 
symmetrical figure of tho mutador ap- 
rjoored, facing tho hull on tho other 
side of the ring a* tho eiluinsted 
plciulors retired. Ho was drosso.1 in 
ehnmols Irousors, with a tlght-tlttlng 
block velvet blouse boautUiitly cpi-

For an Instaut the bull gland ut his 
now enemy, who stood bashfully tup- 
jilng his leg with his sword as tho 
noiso ccase-d.

'Well, lots of tbo eai |. t men. es- 
pecially tho retailers, are in just about 
tho tavnc wuv," he said. ••They can 
tell If tho pattern pleases the.ni- 

whother they like the general effect or 
not — but as to understanding tho man- 
ufacture, as to telling by fooling or 
looks about how a earpot Is likely to 
wear, as to knowing how a carpet is 
up to tho 'standai-d'— why, thoy 
don't" 

••What do you mean by tho 'stand- 
ard?' " 

"Look ut this ploco of Ingrain. You 
see tho threads are Interwoven— across 
and lengthwise. Now, a third running 
ncross wo call a 'pick.' Count the 
number of 'picks' in nn Inch. There 
should bo fourteen. That is tho woy 
wo make our ■standard. ' If there ore 
one, two or three less than fourteen 
you sec tbo carpet is for more loosely 
woveu and lesB durable, though you 
wouldn't know tho dlffcronco on tho 
surface.

Tmeir Mei.e..le. ol tho OUl'l Slait Usc-

There can no longer bo nny frank 
gayety In this Winter Palace, hnuntod 
as it must bo by one ci those formid- 
able souvenirs which Impose upon 
royal dwellings a lugubrious physi- 
ognomy.

One in particular wo can 
sou before our eyes as If It wore yes- 
terday On iMar.h 2. 1HH0, was celo- 
b rated the twenty -fifth anniversary 
of the accession to the throne of the 
Emancipator, who at thut memorable 
dote was to receive the tribute of 
gratitude from bis jiooplo. Mng- 
niAofiai fetes had been nrrangod but 
two weeks before the anniversary day. 
the 18th of l'ehrnory; the explosion at 
the Winter palace occurred, ruined ail 
thorn projects, nnd spread mourning 
and torror around the sover- 
eign. A repetition of tho at- 
tempt was announced for the 
!id of March, and in tho capital, 
smitten with unreasonable panic, tbo 
precautions of the polios caused peo- 
ple to believe that it was u day of riot 
rather tliiiu of festivity. When we en- 
tered these sumptuous halls, where tho 
imagination saw nothing but mines 
and ambuscades, alarm was betrayed 
on many a face. Alexander II. ap- 
peared; his visihlo fatigue and emotion 
scarcely allowed him lo address a few

When attempts ure modo to glvo 
what may lm called practical lessons

School savings 
bunks have h -en established tu many 
Buropoan schools, and Long Islnntl 
City, having adopted the system, has 
had it in operation for tho last throo 
or four years. Tho purpose Is a very 
good one. that of tench ing tho pupils 
to lie economical mid thrifty, and ma- 
terial result* of value aru sometimes 
reached whore tho smnll earnings of 
pupils, grows, to u respectable sum, 
enable them to start In business nflcr 
having school, or nro usefully em- 
ployed to aid their further education 
or to help their imroiits, or for 
other good purposes. From this 
jMiint of view tho school-sav- 
ings hank nppears to bo entirely 
oommendnhle, yet one has only to road 
the description of Its workings, writ- 
ten by un indiscriminate and thought- 
less supiMintor of the now Bystom. to 
see that It may lie very hnrmf.il in

ELEVATORS FOR CANALS. 

A Kent low... II, .., VThleh Will l>o Aw»l 
wilh Locke. 

A oahal has just been constructed In 
Belgium in which, instead of locks, tbo 
boats lire hoisted by 'elevators from 
ono level to another. The canal ex- 
tends from the coal region in tho in- 
terior of Bdgiiim to lirussols, cross- 
ing several other mnitla at tho same 
grade, so that Belgian cool can bo 
brought directly liy bouts to Paris, as 
woll as to all the principal towns in 
Belgium and Holland. As tho lino 
passes over a rutho'r hilly country, vari- 
ous ascents and descents must bo 
made, and. to save the long delays In- 
cidental to passing locks, tho change 
of grade is made by means of hydraulic 
elevators. 

Tho bouts, which measure about 
seventy tone, are towod at the low 
level Into nn lramonsu tank with gates 
which is siibmurgod iii tho canal.

Tho poor are always with us now. 
They are always In the Baal Kud— but 
what Is more satisfactory, they nro lio- 
glnniag to moko their appoaranoe in 
Westminster. By nn exirnirdlnary 
ami unheard-of coincide • in the his- 
tory of what Is faootlouslj called "tho 
people's house." we had actually two 
discussions on the same night on tho 
dolly lit of tho mass of toilers who 
make ismdon what It is for themselves 
and for others. Wo could actually 
spare H hour or so from tho consider- 
ation of nffiilrs in Zanzibar and Samoa, 
from tho expenditure of tho people's 
money, from tho thousand and ono 
subjects which Uiuch the popular inter- 
est about as deeply as discussions 
on Greek particle, to talk about Iho 
wonts mid rights of the mnjority of 
London workers.
